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HOISTING-ENGINE WITHOUT DRUMS. 


simple and effective hoisting plant has been put into underground 
shaft the Maria Colliery, near Hoengen, the Wurm District. The 
endless wire rope reaching down the lowest part the shaft, 
feet deep, lies sheave placed directly over the shaft. The diameter 
the sheave made correspond the distance between the centers 
the two hoisting compartments.

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TURQUOIS NEW 


Prof. Benjamin 


The existence turquois, comparatively rare gem, New Mexico, 
fact long known. The chief locality Mount Chalchuitl, Los Ceril- 
los, about twenty-two miles southwest town Santa Fé, the 
capital that territory. Weare indebted Professor William Blake 
for our first detailed notice this ancient mine, article published 
the American Journal 1857. 

was subsequently visited Dr. Newberry, who mentioned one 
his reports, and also others. have lately had opportunity 
examining this very interesting locality, since has been laid open the 
old workings, and thus rendered accessible observation, the recent 
explorations Mr. Hyde. 

The Cerillos Mountains have recently come into the partial, 
and yet superficial, exploration very numerous mineral veins which 
are found intersect them, and which carry chiefly argentiferous galena, 
with some gray copper rich silver, giving promise value 
when opened depth. have elsewhere spoken more particularly 
these veins and the rocks that contain them. These rocks are all 
eruptive rocks the family the augite trachytes, the kind which, the 
world over, carries the richest and most permanent ores silver, with

Nevada, discovered Mr. E.Clayton; and this not yet 
worked.

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THE FIRST CALIFORNIA GOLD. 


Warner writes follows the San Francisco 

Although the truth has, believe, been repeatedly published respect-
